US veterans of World War II who 
were held as prisoners of war in 
that conflict and are now on duty 
in Korea can still collect the cur- 
irent US payment of $1.59 per day 
for time they snent as War II pri- 
soners, even if they are not able to 
file for the payreent by the April 9 
deadline, Floyd D. Granger, veter- 
ans service officer of San Mateo 
! county; points out. 

Servicemen held by the encmy 
in World War I! are ciigible for 
the POW benefits at the rate of 
$1.50 for each day they weve sub- 
jected to’ inhumane treatment or 
fotced labor. 

The US War Ciaims commission 
says mest ex-POWs qualify for the 
, payment. Grang-* mneted, and has 
urged all War II prisoners to file 
| claims for the benefit. 

The service officer said the com-

“About that time a tunnel was | 

run in the vicinity of Purisima 
creek and some light oil was en- 
countered, but“ not in. commercial 
| amounts. 
“The earliest serious attempts to 
| produce oil in the Half Moon Bay 
area were in 1867, when wells were 
| drilled close to seepages of rather 
\light oil. ... The first wells about 
this date produced from 25 to 209 
|parrels per day of high gravity oil. 
“Production: since has come from 
| four distinct structures (rock forma- 
| tions which trap oil—eds) in the re- 
gion, of which the best known is 
‘the Purisima anticline. Cumulative 
proluction had reached over 41,000 
barrels when the Haif Moon Bay 
field was abandoned in 1948. 

“Because of its high gasoline 
content, much of the oil was re- 
fined locally.” 

At the time the bulletin was writ- 
ten (1951) there was ong producing 
well in the Peninsula area. 

Describing its history, the bulletin

Gulch area shipped 120 gallons of 
light oil to New York. 

“The first real drilling in the 
Moody Gulch area took place in 
1880.

twecn 19 and 40 barrels per day. 
Moody Gulch has continued to 
preduce high gravity oil to the 
present day; the one well produc- 
ins at Moody Gulch is the only 
| one currently producing petrote- 
um fer commercial sale in the San | 
Francisco bay counties. 

“The ... field, about. two miles | 
|south of the town of Alma. is in the} 
San Andress fault zone; the oil pro- | 
guction comes from narrow, con- 
|torted, faulted structures.”
